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There is already a big rift in the clouds, in 
the attitude of a large part of the public with 
regard to mail order houses who handle 
plumbing and supplies. Folks have truly dis- 
covered to their surprise that all that glitters 
in the M. O. houses is not gold. Master 
plumbers and fitters should make it a par- 
ticular point during 1914 to take up the “big 
stick” and go after these unscrupulous con- 
cerns. Show them up vividly in your selling 
talks to people who are contemplating order- 
ing sanitary goods from these sources.

This has caused the radiators to 
hll up with a combustible gas, with a great deal of pres- 
sure. When this gas ts ignited, it has a very hot flame. 
Will you kindly explain this phenomenon and tell me 
why this happens’? I have never betore seen or heard 
anvthing about this, and the owner 1s afraid of it. I 
should perhaps have mentioned that the plant in ques- 
tion is installed on the Honeywell plan, although I do not 
suppose that this has anything to do with the phenomenon.

Phe presence of gas in the radiators of a hot water heat- 
ing apparatus is not an unusual occurrence. At the time 
the writer started a fire in the heating apparatus in his 
own home this fall, one of the upper radiators on the 
third floor of the residence refused to circulate and we 
at once knew that this was due to low water and to air 
in the radiator. We filled the system to a point where 
the tank was full to overflowing, and then opened the air 


vent of the radiators to allow the air to escape. The 
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peculiar smell of this air warned us of the presence oi 
vas, and we ignited it with a match and it blew a steady 
blue flame, probably 18 or 20 inches long from the ai 
valve, emitting the gas with a slight roar due to the 
pressure of the water filling the radiator (ours 1s a 
Honeywell system). After the radiator was entirely filled 
with water of course all gas was driven out and we had 
no further diffculty. This same occurrence was notice- 
able a year ago or one season after the plant was in- 
stalled. 

ne theory advanced is that the hydrogen in the water 
becomes separated from the water by heating, and when 
liberated and ignited burns with a blue fame. This theory 
has been controverted and another theory advanced that 
the presence of gas was due to the distillation of some 
light mineral oil, probably present in the pipe joint com- 
pound used in the construction of the piping system or 
in putting together the radiators. Another theory 1s that 
the gas is due to the decomposition of vegetable matter in 
the water. 

'f these theories we think the second 1s more nearly 
correct one; that the oil or scum on the surtace ot 
water in a hot water system causes the formation of 
as 

orrespondent states that the heating plant 1s a Honey 

well system. This fact would have no effect so tar as the 
presence Of gas Is concerned, but the pressure due to the 
installation of a Honeywell generator would however 
cause the gas to leave the radiator faster or with a slight 
roar due to the pressure behind it. There ts, however, 
absolutely no danger in connection with this tact, and 
undoubtedly correspondent will have the same experience 
as the writer and will find provided the water in the plant 
is lowered during the summer that next fall gas will be 
present in the upper radiators. This occurrence is likely 


to continue until all oily water 1s drawn trom the system

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LEGAL DECISIONS OF INTEREST TO THE 
PLUMBING AND HEATING TRADE.

Kinks in the Law as to Fixtures and Their Removal. 





Fixtures, the District Court of Appeals, Second Dis- 
trict, California says, in the case of Earle vs. Kelly, 132 
Pacific Reporter, 262, are those things which are so at- 
tached to realty as to be considered in law a part thereof. 
And it is correct to say, as a statement of the common 
law rule, that a tenant of real property has no right to 
remove such fixtures, whether they have been placed there 
at his own expense or not; tor whatsoever addition he 
may make to the real property of his landlord he loses 
all right of ownership therein. 

This rule is subject to the qualifications that the lessor 
may be bound by an agreement permitting his tenant to 
remove fixtures erected by the latter. The further and 
only real exception to the rule is furnished where the 
tenant places upon the leased premises structures OF ap- 
pliances which are designed to be put to certain special 
uses, such as for use in trade or commercial enterprises 
in which the latter is engaged: or domestic or ornamental 
fixtures. Agricultural fixtures are not admitted veneral- 
ly to belong to the excepted class; at least there is a di- 
vergence of authority upon that subject 

A tenant under an express agreement permitting him 
to remove fixtures has a larger right as to the time when 
he is permitted to make such removal than where he is 
depending upon a privilege which the law by implication 
attaches to his lease contract as to the removal of fix- 
tures. It has been held that, where the removal is claimed 
under an express agreement permitting the act to be done 
as a part of the consideration of the lease contract, the 
tenant does not lose that right by the expiration of his 
term, but may within a reasonable time thereafter exer- 
cise it. But as to trade fixtures, it 1s required that the re- 
moval shall be made during the term of the tenant's es- 
tate. 

Some decisions hold, too, that, where the tenant makes 
a new lease which contains no stipulation giving him 
the right to remove fixtures which he might have re- 
moved during the first term, he loses the right to remove 
the fixtures. Under such facts it is held that, where the 
tenant makes a new lease, it is understood as a part ot 
his agreement, unless otherwise stated, that he leases the 
ground and all its tixtures, which latter are then presumed 
to belong to the landlord, just as though he was a strang- 
er and became a lessee of the ground for the first time 
\nd the same result follows, even though the new lease 
is tor the same rental and term as the former one. or, in 
effect, merely a renewal of the old lease. And where a 
tenant holds over beyond the end of his lease, and the 


landlord accepts rent from him, a new tenancy is created.
